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MEAT INQUIRY 


HURTS EXPORT 


Wilson Tells Congress That Trade With 


Foreign Countries Is Cut in Two-- 


Calamity Will Result in West. 


England Requested to Stop Using American Canned 


Meats for Her Army — Sends Officer Here to In- 


vestigate—According to Proposed Law Coun- 


try Can Have Many Inspectors. 


•WASHINGTON, 'June 7.—The house 


committee on agriculture continued its 


hearing on the Neill-Reynolds meat in- 


spection report today, Thomas E. Wil- 
son, manager for Nelson Morris and com- 


pany and representing the large Chicago 
packing houses, continued his remarks 
ou the Beveridge amendment providing 


for meat inspection. 


Aside from tlie objections, he pointed 


out yesterday, Mr. WiUon stud the only 


other serious objection was t.-hc provis- 
ion placing the cost of inspection on tho 
packer*. 


"Our foreign demand for fresh meats 


and manufactured product has been .prac- 
tically cut in two," said Mr. 
Wilson. 


•'Our foreign competitors arc all making 
the most of this and arc getting the ben- 
efit of agitation and we are standing the 
loss." 


•'Naturally," 
suggested 
Mr. Wads- 


worth, "if your foreign demand falls off, 
your purchases of live stock will be less." 


"I don't see. where we are to find mar- 


kets if our foreign trade is cut of," an- 
awered Mr. Wilson. 


"Well," continued Mr. 
Wadsworth, 


"you will not have to buy the stock." 


CALAMITY FOR THE WEST. 


"No, but cattle raisers are accustomed 


to ship their stock to Chicago and get 
their money for them. If this should 
stop, I don't see how we are to avoid a 
terrible calamity in the west," responded 
Mr. Wilson. 


If, he said, the packers are required to 


pay for this inspection it would be a rea- 
sonable position for the packers to take 
and.that they would not buy the stock 
that has been condemned. 


PUT INSPECTORS EVERYWHERE. 
Under the Beveridge amendment, Mr. 


Wilson said it would be possible for the 
secretary of agriculture to put an inspec- 
tor at the elbow of every workman and 
charge the cost to the puckers. 


Representative Hnugin of Iowa said it 


was well known that coiigre.-.s in the past 
liad not made adequate appropriation for 
the inspection and he wanted to know 
if it would not be better for the raisers 
«nd packers to pay, say four cents a 
head for the inspection of cattle and 2 
cents for the inspection of hogs. 


"It would be better for us to divide up 


all we bave, i suppose, rather than go 
out of business," replied Mr. Wilson. "la 
all reasonableness and fairness we are 
paying all that we should be asked to 
pay—I do. not think it fair or reasonable 
to attach any additional expense to the 
packers." 
~ AMENDMENT WOULD CREATE 


TRUST. 


Representative Lorimer of Illinois sug- 


gested that tbe Beveridge amendment 
would put out of business thousands of 
stock raisers doing an interstate busi- 
ness and would result in creating a "beef 
trust" in reality. 


Dr. Melvin, chief of the bureau of ani- 


mal industry, was ankcd .incidentally to 
state the number of government inspec- 
tors in Chicago. He answered 77 veter- 
inary, 59 stock examiners and 65 taggers, 
making 181 in all. In tho whole service, 
he miid, there arc 783. 


Solicitor McCnbe of the department of 


agriculture, brought out the fact that 
uider.the law no person could even take 
* beef'stcak across a state line if it had 
not'b'een inspected.

LONDON, June 7.—The house of com-

no more American tinned meat would bo 
purchased for the British tinny. He as- 
serted from personal observation that 
the conditions under which 'it is packed 
are revolting-..

War Secretary Huldane replied.that ho- 


would be sorry to insist that all tinned 
meats must be bought 
in the United 


Kingdom. He 
intended 
to 
purchase 


wherever he could procure the best and 
purest and had already selected an offi- 
cer who was an expert in these matters, 
and had sent him to the United States 
to inspect all 'tins carefully before any 
were purchased. That course would be 
pursued in the case of all tinned meats. 


WILL HAVE FREE ACCESS.

Mr. Lea asked if this officer would have 


access to the factory and be able to sec 
how the work wns done to which the 
secretary replied: 


"That is why I am sending him to 


America. He will see the meat in pro- 
cess of manufacture before it is sent 
here." 
Henry W. Forester, conservative, 


asked whether the_w:ir office had power 
to caucel a contract if it was not satis- 
fied to the conditions under which the 
meat was tinned. 


Mr. Haldane said the war office for- 


tunntelv had very wide powers under the 
contract and intended using them to the 
fullest extent. , 


The secretary added that the war of- 


fice had bought large quantities of tin- 
ned meat in America and had a, large 
contract 
for further supplies. At 
tho 


presentment, the secretary reminded the 
house, the United States was not tho 
only place where bad meat was turned 
out. 
The question of the 
purity of 


British products 
had been raised at 


times in the past. The whole question 
required investigation. He knew person- 
ally under what disgusting conditions 
meat in some cases was packed in. the 
United States.

My Dear Mr. McGillivray:—In answer to 
your letter given to the public through 
the papers yesterday, would say that 
since your expressions were in the form 
of ft letter addressed to me, I fee! that 
out of courtesy to you I am under obli- 
gation to reply. With reference to your 
demand that I resign as chairman of the 
state eentral committee, would cay I 
lm.ve no particular objection 
to doing 


that. I clo not know of any provision in 
the law covering such cases and do not 
know to whom I might resign. I did not 
want the oflice in the first place and only 
aceptcd when it was so strongly urged 
that my duty to' the party demanded 
that I'should make'the great personal 
sacrifice on account of the peculiar con- 
ditions which existed during the 
lust 


campaign, 


MENTIONS LAW IN CASE. 


• So far as the duties of the office are 
concerned. I believe they were practical- 
ly concluded at the close of the last cam- 
paign when we held a meeting of the 
committee and closed up the business of 
the campaign. I da not know of any 
instances under the law where the com- 
mittee .or any oF.its officers might be 
called on to perform any official duty 
during the primary campaign, under the 
primary election law.

A. W. Gibbs, general superintendent of 


motive power of the Pennsylvania rail- 
roads, was re-called today and asked by 
Mr. Glasgow if it is not a fact that most 
of the fuel coal purchased by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company came from 
the Keystone Coal and Coke company's 
operations and those of Col. Alfred 
Hicks. Mr. Gibbs said that was so. Mr. 
Glasgow wanted to know if it was mere- 
ly a. coincidence that company coal was 
furnishe'd by the concerns in which rail- 
road officials were interested or whether 
ho had been instructed by any 'uigher of- 
ficials as to what companies were to fur-' 
•nish the fuel coal. Mr. Gibbs explained 
os he did when on the stand yesterday 
that it was the custom for the railroad 
to assist new operations by purchasing 
fuel coal from them. 
AIKEN' DOESN'T LIKE ANSWERING. 


Joseph K. Aiken., who has been chief 


clerk in the superintendent's office of the 
Monongahela division, of the. Pennsylva- 
nia railroad gave some interesting tcs- 
iimonv. At the outset he showed a dis- 
position to spar with Attorney Glasgow. 
After almost every question he would 
stop to reflect, cast his eyes upon the 
ceiling and then repeat the question be- 
fore answering. 
He- told of. large coal 


company interests, which' he-said he had 
purchased with his own money. When 
Mr. Glasgow wanted to know how he 
got the money he answered ''by judicious 
investment of my salary." 


"What is yonr salary?" asked Mr. 


Glasgow. 


"What is my salary? Oh, it has varied 


from §30 to 9126 a. month. It's JJ128 
now." 


"Well, will you toil the commission- 


how you could save enough money out 
of that salary to make such large pur- 
chases of stock?" 


MADE $20,000 OX ONE DEAL. 


"I don't care a.bout giving my private 


history to the public. Still I turned $20,- 
000 out of a coal deal in 1000.'' 


•'How was that?" 
"Well, I had some options on' coal 


lands which I sold the Pittsburg and 
Buffalo Coal company." 


"And they gave you $20,000?" 
"And they gave me 820,000." 
"In stock or cash?"

HOTTEST DAT OF 1906 


Tprrid Wave Hits Racine—Chi- 


cago Suffers Much—Sev- 


eral Deaths. 


Today was tlie hottest day on record 


for the" summer so far, although yester- 
day was pretty warm. too. 
About '2:30 


o'clock this afternoon the clear 
skies 


suddenly disappeared to give room to 
threatening clouds and it is probable that 
the rain may be coming down later in 
the day or this evening. 


Although it wi>s hot hero today and 


yesterday, no accidents as a consequence 
of the torridity have been reported. In 
Chicago five persons died yesterday on 
account of the extreme heat; the tem- 
perature in that city registered 02 de- 
grees at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
this being the wannest June day on rec- 
ord for more than sis years. ; 


A large number of people were over- 


come while walking in the streets of 
that city yesterday, and many 'prostra- 
tions were reported as a consequence of 
the heat. . 


MAY SUTTON LOST A SET

Program Mapped Out Iby Peas- 


ants-Workmen Group 


in Lower House. 


FACTORIES AND LAND 


TO BE CONFISCATED 


Mortgaging and-Sale of Lands to Cease 


—Peasants Object to Ministers 


Speaking1 From Platform— 


Against Government. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 5—The ex- 


tent "to which soeiiuisuc tlieories have 
taken possession of the proletariat is evi- 
denced by the agrarian program adopted 
by the radical peasant-workmen group in 
the lower house of parliament 
which 


aims ultimately not only at the com- 
plete nationalization of land with its 
attendant total abolition of private 
property, but the socialization of indus- 
try. .The program provides for the crea- 
tion of a national land fund from the 
crown, church and private property ex- 
ceeding a certain amount in value, the 
state to pay for expropriated property, 
and in the cities the factories and mills 
to be gradually transferred to the state 
for the benefit of the workmen. The 
mines which at present arc not being 
worked would, according to the program, 
immediately escheat to the state.. After 
taking such land as needed for state and 
public needs the remainder would be dis-; 
tributablc to anybody desiring to .till it,; 
preference being given to the local agri- 
culturists. If the lund in any locality is 
insullicient 
the state would 
furnish 


transportation to persons desiring to: 
move wherever land could bo obtained.: 
The workers of the eoil would pay ar^oc-' 
cupation tax, varying in accordance with 
the character nnd amount of ground tak- 
en. Persons without means to purchase 
agricultural implements would bo en- 
titled to receive credit from the land 
nmd. Each community would be under 
the supervision of a local commission 
elected by universal suffrage. 
Until the 


full scheme could be placed in operation, 
the mortgage or sale of lands would 
cease. The local commission would reg- 
ulate the 
rent of holdings and 
the 


length of the day's work. 


TO PREFER CHARGES. 


M. Ohipko, a peasant of Stavropol, 


created some excitement at the opening 
of the lower house of parliament today 
by protesting .against allowing the min- 
isters to speak from the rostrum. He 
said: 


'•We have already expressed our dis- 


trust of tho ministry and government, 
and it is useless to waste the time of the 
house in listening to them." 


President 
Mouromtscff, 
called M. 


Ohipko to order, pointing out that th« 
ministers under the law had the right 
to speak from the rostrum. The prcsi- 
dent added however, that thereafter as- 
sistant ministers like II. Gurko would 
not be permitted to do so unless they 
came by special authorization and as the 
representatives of their chiefs. 


The house subsequently discussed the 


proposal for the appointment of a com- 
mission to inquire into the ''illegal acts 
of the government after the emperor's 
manifesto of October 30." 


After a lengthy debate the house ap- 


pointed a, permanent committee of thir- 
ty-three members to investigate and re- 
port upon the lawless acts of the mili- 
tary and civil officials.

Struck by Way'Freight Train 


Near the Asylum-Both 


Legs Broken.

insane asylum, 


wandered upon the tracks of the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway tracks, 
in the vicinity of the institution between 
5 and 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon, was 
struck by an east bound freight train 
and hurled into the ditch. 


The train was stopped, tho unfortu- 


nate man picked up and brought to this 
city. The police ambulance removed him 
to the St. Luke's hospital. Although ap- 
parently badly hurt the man never tit- 
tered a syllabic, in fact lay as if uncon- 
scious and the officers could not get any- 
thing out of him. 


Dr. F. R- Garlock, local aurgeon of the 


railway company, was called and later 
Dr. S. Sorenson, county asylum physi- 
cian. An examination of the- injured 
man revealed that both of his legs were 
broken between the knees and ankles; 
his upper, lip was split and there were 
cuts and bruises on his head and face. 
Besides his body is bruised, and it is 
feared there ore internal injuries of a 
dangerous nature. 


The unfortunate man has been in an 


insane asylum twenty years, being com- 
mitted from 'the town of Dover to the 
northern insane asylum that long ago.

ABDSIiS IN ItlKAT PACKING. 


The» report, upon the condition'exist- 


ing in Chicago packing houses is now be- 
fore the country accompanied . with a 
message from the president laying the 
matter before congress. It seems the 
conditions found existing were revolting, 
and says the report not even tho decen- 
cies of lit'c were observed as to the 
relations of men nnd women employed. 
The moral degradation of the 'workers 
is inevitably, emanating from 
tho un- 


wholesome conditions surrounding them, 
nnd under conditions not only unneces- 
sary but unpardonable, while uncleanli- 
ness was found everywhere, and says 
the report: 


'•In many of the rooms where water 


is used freely' the floors are soaked and 
slimyi aud the dark and dingy rooms, 
are naturally not kept suitably clean 
An absence of cleanliness wius found 
everywhere in the handling of meat be- 
ing prepared for the various inent food 
products. Tho parts that arc sent; from 
the cooling room to these departments 
where various forms of meat products 
ire prepared, are liar-died with no'regard 
whatever for cleanliness. The workers 
climb over heaps of meat, select tho 
[licees they wish and frequently throw 
them down upon the dirty floor beside 
their bench. 


i;YVe saw moat shoveled from filthy 


wooden floors, piled on bibles rarely 
washed, pushed from room to room in 
rotten box carts, in all of which pro- 
cesses it was in tlie way of gathering 
dirt, splinters, tloor filth, it was always 
the reply that this meat would after- 
wards be cooked and that this steriliza- 
tion would prevent any danger from its 
use. A very considerable portion of the 
meat so handled is sent out as smoked 
products and in the form of sausages, 
which.are prepared to be eaten without 
being cooked. 


•'A particularly glaring instance of tin- 


cleanliness was 'found in a room where 
tho best grade of sausage was being pre- 
pared for export."

The worst infected spot in Racine county 
was Burlington c:id the worst county in 
the state was Dane county. 


THE CAUSES. 


The stale surgeon gave a* his opinion 


that the infection was brought here from 
foreign countries during recent 
years, 


which he attributes to the increase. In 
^"ii<consin he believes that not»over three 
ppr cent of the cattle suffer with tuber- 
culo.tis. while in some of the 
foreign 


countries. Denmark and England, it run* 
lip to 40 per cent. Most of the cases are

ADVOCATE LEGISLATION. 


Dr. Roberts will advocate legislation to 


eradicate the disease if possible. 
There 


wai ft law passed at the lust legislature 
providing thnt all cattle coming into the 
pt.ite muAt be accompanied with a certi- 
ficate of health. Most of these cattle 
come from Minnesota and Iowa, and it is 
seldom that any of them are infected 
with tuberculosis. 


The value of the cattle owned by Mr.

•ineed from observation covering a num- 
>er of years that it is impossible for 
uiybody standing on the level occupied 
.)}•'• a crowd to form even nn approxi- 
mately accurate estimate of its size. 
Such a spectator has no means of arriv- 
ing at the density of the mass before 
him. and that i? the vital point in the 


hole calculation. 
"The proper plncc from which to 'size, 
p' any -vent gathering is as nearly as 


po>sibK. .i-erheud, in other words, from 
the roof or upper windows of some nda 
jacent tall building. It in only by look- 
ing down on crowds from a height that 
you can appreciate their great 
(lifter- 


'dices. One will be full of lues and pas- 
sageways, with little open spaces here 
and there, while in another the people 
will be standing shoulder to shoulder 
with almost military'precision, 
l-'rom 


above, too, the Grange wave movement 
which occurs in all crowds is clearly dis- 
cernible, and it is certainly a curious 
.-ight. 
A slight stir will be seen from 


solne extreme corner; for a few seconds 
it will travel toward the center, exactly 
like a ripple over water, then suddenly 
it will break and spread itself along 
three or four irregular paths, each end- 
ing in a cnwh which must be entirely in- 
explicable to the people in the vicinity.

CHICAGO, June 5.—Three sanitary 


inspectors were today sent to. the stock 
yards, by Commissioner of Health Wha- 
len with instructions to make a thorough 
inspection of the liancfling of meat, to 
carefully examine the^ sanitary condi- 
tion of the employee ana to make an im- 
mediate report concerning _any unsani- 
,tary conditions., they may find. Building 
Commissioner Bartzen also sent a num- 
ber of inspectors-to the stock yards to 
examine all the buildings in the yards 
and gave them instructions to report any 
violations of the 
building ordinances 


that are apparent. 


Later in the day the inspectors report- 


ed .that in one of the large packing 
houses they had found defective plumb- 
ing which they directed the company to 
repair immediately. Notice was also giv- 
en in this place to wash the walls of sev- 
eral of the rooms witn lime; increased 
facilities for washing were also ordered. 
The workrooms were light and well ven- 
tilated, and .the floors, halls, stairs and 
tables were clean. .. 


In another plant everything was found 


in good order except in the sausage room, 
where there was'water on the floor and 
the girls were compelled to walk through 
it in order to reach their work. The 
laundry of a third plant was found to be 
in bad condition .and a fourth concern' 
"•as ordered to clean its chilling room. ! 
NEW YORK HEALTH OFFICER ACTS.' 


ALBANY, N. Y., June . 5.—Commis-

FACTORIES AND LAND 


TO BE CONFISCATED 


Mortgaging1 and-Sale of Lands to Cease 


. —Peasants Object to Ministers 


Speaking From Platform— 


Against Government. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June. 5.—The ex- 


tent to which socialistic tneories have 
taken possession of the proletariat is evi- 
denced by the agrarir.2 program adopted 
by the radical peasant-workmen group in 
tile lower house of parliament which 
aims ultimately not only at the com- 
plete nationalization of land with its 
attendant total abolition, of private 
property, but the socialization of indus- 
try. .The program provides for the crea- 
tion of a national land fund from the. 
crown, church, and private property ex- 
ceeding a certain amount in value, the 
state to pay for expropriated property;, 
and in the cities the factories and mill's- 
to be gradually transferred to the state 
for the benefit of the workmen. The 
mines which at present are not being 
worked would, according to the program, 
immediately escheat to the. state.,, After 
taking such land as.needed for state and 
public needs the remainder would be:dis-; 
tributable to anybody desiring tq ,till':it,i 
preference being given to the local , agri-l 
culturists. If the land in any; locality-isj 
insufficient 
the state would-. furnish; 


transportation ; .to persons desiring : ,to| 
move wherever land could -be obtained.! 
TJie workers of the soil would ;pay an. pc-! 
ciipation tax, varying in accordance with; 
the character and amount of ground tak-j 
en. Persons without means to .purchase 
agricultural implements would be en- 
titled to receive credit from the land 
fund. Each community would be under 
the supervision of a local commission 
elected by universal suffrage. Until the 
full scheme could be placed in operation, 
the mortgage or sale of lands would 
cease. The local commission would reg- 
ulate the rent of holdings and the 
length, of the day's work. 


TO PREFER CHARGES. • 


M. Ohipko, a. peasant of Stavropol, 


created some excitement at the opening 
of the lower house of parliament today 
by. protesting against allowing the min- 
isters to speak from the rostrum. He 
said: 


"We have already expressed our dis- 


trust of the ministry and government, 
and it is useless to waste the time of the 
house in listening- to them." 


President 
Mouromtseff, 
called M. 


Ohipko to order, pointing out that th» 
ministers under the law had the right 
to speak from the rostrum. The presi- 
dent added however, that thereafter as- 
sistant ministers like M. Girrkp .would 
not be permitted to do so unless they 
came by special authorization and as the 
representatives of their chiefs. 


The house subsequently discussed .the 


proposal for the appointment; of a, com- 
mission to inquire into the "illegal acts 
of.tlie government after the emperor's 
manifesto of October 30." 


After a lengthy debate the house ap- 


pointed a permanent committee of thir- 
ty-three members to investigate and re- 
port upon the lawless acts of the mili- 
tary and civil officials. •

INSANE MAN IS INJURED 


Struck by Way'Freight Train 


Near the Asylnm—Both 


Legs Broken. 


Frederick Rowe, aged. 50 years, inmate 


of the Racine county insane asylum., 
wandered upon the tracks of the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway tracks, 
in the vicinity of the institution between 
6 and 6 o'clock yesterday' afternoon, was 
struck by an feast bound freight train 
and hurled into the ditch. 


The train was stopped,; the unfortu- 


nate man picked up and brought to this 
citv. The police ambulance removed him 
to the St. Luke's hospital.- Although ap- 
parently badly hurt the man never ut- 
tered a syllabic, in fact lay as if uncon- 
scious and the officers could not get any- 
thing out of him. 


Dr. F, R.Garlock, local surgeon of the 


railway company, was called and later 
Dr. S. Sorenson, county asylum physi- 
cian. An examination of the 
injured 


man revealed that both, of his legs were 
broken between the knees and ankles; 
.his upper, lip was split-and there were 
cuts and bruises ^.on his head and face. 
Besides his body is bruised, and it is 
feared there are internal injuries of a 
dangerous nature. 


The unfortunate man has been in .an 


insane asylum twenty <years, being, com- 
mitted from'tile town of Dover to the 
northern insane asylum that'; long ago. 
Some years ngo he .was reported as in- 
curable and removed to the county asy- 
lum. 
In early days lie was a prominent 


fanner in the west part of the county.

The decision in the Milwaukee rebate 


case' in which the Pabst Brewing Co., 
the Milwaukee Refrigerator Co., and a 
number-of railroads may possibly affect 
the conclusion of the proceedings in con- 
gross as regards the enactment 
of a 


rsJiood rate measure. This case which 
was strongly fought ended in the com- 
plete victory of the government and the 
establishment of the principle that no 
shipping corporation may by any de- 
vice successfully, escape the operations 
of the Elkins law. The Pabst corpora- 
tion are not hold, the action against 
them-being dismissed, but the other de- 


• fendante are held guilty. It is claimed 


on.the part of the. Brewing company that 
the decision is an exoneration -for them 
and therefore the court has held they are 
.not guilty of trying to circumvent the 
Elkins law as regards rebates. 


Bnt the court declares the pivrties held 


responsible knowingly and 
deliberately 


did what they did and the decree accord- 
ingly was ordered entered up against the 
Refrigerator company and the'railroads. 
The railroad companies say the court, ac- 
ooeded to the demands of^the Refrigera- 
tor company and therefore "did not ad- 
here to their published'tariffs; that they 
granted concessions whereby they receiv- 
ed a. less rate than they made in the 
published tariffs for.the transportation 
of property in interstate commerce both, 
in disregard of section 1."

The court enjoins by its decision the 


defendant roads and the 
Refrigerator 


company from any continuance of 
the 


practice of which they have been found 
guilty. This -. practice plainly is that 
of giving commissions to a company or 
corporation upon shipments made by the 
shipping corporation by any railroad cr 
railroads must in accordance with this 
conform to their published.tariff sheets; 
they can not deviate through devices 
V:ich as have been proven to have been 
practiced by the defendants. The roads 
can not in any .manner give or grant 
concessions through which concession 
th.ev receive n less, sum than that named 
in tariff; that have been given publicity, 
and as the law commands this publicity, 
there is a meaning that can not but im- 
press itself Upon 
the 
transportation 


companies of the country. 


The proper thing to do is for congress 


to apply this principle now to all man- 
ners of transportation companies. To, 
apply it alone to the railroads is to es- 
tablish a privileged class, which is ab- 
horrent to our customs. 


Tb« great underlying principle that 


public carriers, whether of persons, of 
freight, of packages, must charge no 
more to one shipper than to the %other 
shipper for the same service-, and that 
service to bo of some unit that can be 
complied with without undue hardship 
and not to be in anywise discriminative, 
is now fully established by this Milwau- 
kee decision. For while the decision ap- 
plies to railroads, yet if congress brings 
within the operations of the interstate 
law all transportation 
companies, or 


firms or individuals who transact busi- 
ness for the public, and applying partic- 
ularly to corporations enjoying special 
privileges, this same decision will assur- 
edly apply. Therefore congress must 
heed the wishes of the country, the best 
sentiment of the country and: embrace-in 
the operations of the law that has passed 
both houses, the various corporations 
known as express companies, sleeping car 
companies, water transportation com- 
panies and define without mistake that 
' all devices may be included. If the law 


includes all traction companies oi all de- 
gree* it will be endorsed by the country. 
But to give the best 
and 
most 


effective operative qualities to any rate 
'measure, the commission must be given 
mofo power than that given by the sen- 
ate. It is not enough that thirty'days 
' i should be given before a ruling may take 


effect for in thirty days .much mischief 
may be dorrf. It is a'.mistake that the, 
sanate should have amended by omitting 
the words "in its judgment" as-applied

ABUSES IN MEAT PACKING. 


The. repoit, upon tlie condition ^exist- 


ing in Chicago packing houses is now .be- 
fore the country accompanied with a 
message from the'president laying the 
matter before congress. 
It seems the 


conditions found existing were revolting, 
and says the report not even the.decen- 
cies of life were observed as to the 
relations of men and women employed. 
The moral' degradation of th'e 'workers 
is inevitably, emanating from the un- 
wholesome conditions' surrounding therri, 
and under conditions not only unneces- 
sary :biit unpardonable, while uucleanli- 
ness was found everywhere, and says 
the report: 


"In many of the rooms where water 


is used freely'the floors are soaked and 
sliniyi and the. dark and dingy rooms 
are naturally not -kept suitably clear 
An absence of cleanliness was fount 
everywhere in the handling of meat be- 
ing prepared for the various meat fooc 
products. The parts that are sent from 
the cooling room to these departments 
where, various forms of meat products 
arc prepared, are handled with no'regnrc 
whatever for cleanliness. The workers 
climb over heaps of meat, select th< 
pieces they wish and frequently throv 
them down upon the dirty floor beside, 
their bench. 


'•"We saw meat shoveled from filthy 


wooden/ floors, piled on tables rarely 
washed, jrashed from room .to room in 
rotten box carts, jn 'all of which pro- 
cesses it was in the' way of gathering 
dirt, splinters, floor filth, it was-always 
the reply that this meat would after- 
wards be cooked and that this steriliza- 
tion would prevent any danger from its 
use, A very considerable portion of the 
meat so handled is sent out as smoked 
products and in ;thc form of sausages, 
which.are prepared to be eaten without 
being cooked.' : • : ; • " : 
J 


'•'A .particularly glaring instance of un- 


clcunliness.was found in a room where 
the best grade of sausage was being pre- 
pared for export," . 


Even-the victims of •, tuberculosis. says 


this report -''expectorated on the spongy, 
wooden floors of the dark work rooms 
from which falling scraps of meat are 
shoveled upi to be later converted into 
food products." 
. Only the National-government can see 
that these conditions are effaced and 
better ones substituted say Messrs. Rey- 
nolds and McXeill. 
The most'radical 


defect is that the government only.at 
present sees to it that whole carcasses 
are inspected and.that animals are'in- 
spected as to.healthiness at the time .of 
killing, and that the ^inspection be 
thorough it must be carried .all through. 
This infers the by proUudts as well, and 
every condition that 'can, tend to guard 
the decencies of. life and 'the perfect 
cleanliness of buildings, rooms, tools and 
machinery. Truly this report discloses 
a state of affairs,-that is as disgusting 
as .it is an awful menace, as well as pro- 
ducer of disease in mankind .that'con- 
sumes these products. Congress can not 
too soon respond to the warning voice 
of the-president and heed well the dis- 
cldsures made,to the. country. 
' The message of President Roosevelt ] 
demands enactment of strict inspection 
laws, and insists the needs. are - urgent 
that these revolting conditions be .ban- 
ished from packing plants. As docs the 
two commissioners, .lie points out the 
present defects and says under .present 
laws no methods exist oi stopping these, 
abuses. Xo 'sufficient inspectors ore fur- 
nished under present appropriations to 
enable the government to place inspec- 
tors in all of the plants desiring them, 
and that while shipments of uninspected, 
meats- are forbidden to foreign countries, 
no method now exists by which the un- 
inspected meats can: be prevented from 
being sold in interstate commerce,

and dyes—the government lacks power 
to remedy them.

Frank K. Bull, located 'on his farm west 
of the city, are suffering with tuberculo- 
sis, and have been condemned s-nd will 
either be killed here or taken to Milwau- 
kee and slaughtered by the government, 
aftr the value is assef--3. 


Dr. Chris. Evans, assistant 'state veter- 


inary surgeon, made the test yesterday 
afternoon and discovered the disease. He 
notified State Veterinary Surgeon E. D. 
Roberts .who came from 
Madison ..this 


morning, and this afternoon, with Dr. 
Evans, are at the Bull farm, to assess the 
value and either kill or arrange for ship- 
ment of the animals. 


' MANY HAVE BEEN KILLED. 
In conversation with State Veterinary 


Burgeon'Roberts he said that the number 
of cattle killed in Wisconsin this year, 
suffering with tuberculosis, would run 
up into the..thousands. In Madina and 
J>eerfield counties he said that 500 cat- 
tle suffering witli the disease, had been 
killed, that they wore infected from two 
creameries where skim milk was taken 
back to th« farms and-fed to the calves. 
The worst infected spot in Racine county 
was Burlington .end the worst county in 
the state was Dane county, 


THE CAUSES. 
. • 


The state surgeon gave as his opinion 


that the infection was brought here from 
foreign countries during recent 
years, 


which he attributes to the increase. In 
Wisconsin he believes that not^over three 
per cent of the cattle suffer with tuber- 
culosis, while in some of the foreign 
countries, Denmark nnd England, it runs 
up to 40 per cent. Most of the cases are 
found in high grade cattle here and the 
largest number of cattle brought over 
are blooded.

st kind of'guessing in the world," said 
n old citizen.. "Nothing is more elastic 
nore compressible, and. more deceptive 
han a great throng. On two occasions

residents of this section died Monday, 
May 28. She. was born in Vernon, Sus- 
sex' Co., New Jersey, February 9, 1S21, 
and was married to Jonas William 
Rhodes, also of Vernon, New -.Jersey, 
April 13, '1S43, and immediately they 
moved .to Somers. Mr. Rhodes -died in; 
1391 after forty-eight years . of happy 
married-life here. Seven children were 
born to the couple here, three of whom 
still survive:'' Mrs. F. H." Longley of 
North Platte, Nebraska; Mrs. James E. 
.Spencer of Somers; and Mrs. Charles 
Mitchell of Milwaukee. The general 
health of the deceased was good until 
eight years ago when sKe began suffering 
with heart trouble. A week before her 
death she returned to Somere from her 
daughter's home in Milwaukee, where 
she. spent the winter. Later she had at- 
tacks of heart trouble and in one' of these 
passed quietly away while sitting in a 
chair. 


In her death.the ranks of the pioneers 


of this section, already greatly depleted, 
are thinned still more, she being among 
the -very earliest settlers in these parts. 
She has lived in the midst of, and won 
the respect and lovc of, nt( least four gen- 
erations here.

the attainment of the highest and the 
best. She was one of the earliest mem-
